The physi­ 
cian who examined the body says 
that it would not have been floating 
if tile man had been drowned, but 
would have gone to the bottom of tile 
river. 
There were no marks of vio­ 
lence upon the body wTiieh would in­ 
dicate foul play or that there had 
been a struggle in the w’ater, such as 
is made by a drowning man. 
It is one of the duties of the pump­ 
ing agent to go into the water each 
morning and clear away tile drift 
from the intake pipe, and it is sup­ 
posed that Mr. Parks w*as on his way 
to perform this work when he was 
stricken. He had been under the phy­ 
sician’s care for several months and 
his condition had been alarming to 
his friends.

Ii Employers' Liability Law Discussed 
By Indiana Bar Association. 


At the annual meeting of the State 
Bar Association, in session at Indi­ 
anapolis, discussion of provisions for 
an adequate employers’ liability law, 
which tin* association has been con­ 
sidering, occupied most of the session. 
The following permanent changes 
were recommended by a committee 
of which Addison ( ’. Harris was chair­ 
man : 
1. That employers and employes 
should be encouraged by contract to 
pay and take compensation for acci­ 
dents measured by reasonable statu­ 
tory regulation and payable in case 
of accident from time to time in place 
of wages lost—like a pension. 
2. In default of such agreement the 
compensation should he likewise fixed 
by statute measured on the wage- 
earning power of the workman de­ 
stroyed or diminished b y ’th e acci­ 
dent, 
3. lu case- coming before the court 
the compensation, when determined 
by trial or otherwise, should not be 
payable in a lump sum. but in propor­ 
tional installments. 
4. In default of insurance the com­ 
pensation should be charged upon the 
property of tin* employer as prefer­ 
ential liens inferior only to taxes aud 
collect iii Ie summarily. 
5. Such insurance should be au ­ 
thorized, regulafed and controlled by 
the state. 
0. So far as necessary at least to 
secure aud maintain the reform here­ 
in mentioned, the following servant 
rule and the rules concerning contrib­ 
utory negligence and assumption of 
risks should he repealed, or at least 
modified, so as to effecuate tin* prac­ 
tical working of the proposed law. 
7. The new law at present should 
extend only to the more dangerous 
employments t<> be >peeified iii the act. 
Til esc changes will he recommended 
to the Legislature.

He fou n d It was adv er­ 
tised in the big book for 6 0 cen ts. He 
aen t for it, cost 
him 72 
cen ts 
laid 
down to him by the 
ru ral 
mail car­ 
rier. 
An other case where the dru g- . 
gist was n ot u p to sn u ff an d wan ted to 
make a profit ou t of all proportion s to 
what legitimately 
shou ld 
be 
made. 
This farmer felt that he was bein g 
ov ercharged for these little thin gs an d 
cou ld see n o reason why he shou ld n ot 
sav e a little mon ey by sen din g away 
from home for what he wan ted. This 
sam e farmer kn ows that 
he 
shou ld I 
bu y goods Ju st as low from his home j 
storekeeper as he gets them from the 
mail-order 
hou se. 
He 
also 
kn ows j 
that in man y lin es he can bu y goods 
cheaper. 
The on ly 
trou ble 
is 
that i 
some merchan ts carry a small lin e of 
merchan dise on which they thin k they 
shou ld make 200 per cen t, 
profit or 
more. 
There is 
little 
call for 
this 
class, an d when a sale is made they : 
wan t too large profits. 
Their cu stom- ; 
•rs don ’t like this treatmen t. 
They 
feel it is n ot the right kin d of a deal, 
an d are sore ov er it. 
It doesn 't pay j 
the 
merchan t to 
mark 
his 
special 
goods so high, for It is Ju st on this 
class of 
goods 
that 
the 
catalogu e 
bou ses make low prices to attract at- 
j 
ten tion an d make the people thin k I 
they are sellin g goods cheap.

On e pecu liar phase of hu man n atu re 
la shown by how some people will 
Ju mp in an d bu y goods withou t see­ 
in g what they are gettin g.

ago a man ou t in a western « talc, who 
had made a few thou san d by farmin g, 
decided to bu ild a n ew hou se In his 
home town . 
He was a tight-fisted, 
pln ch-the-pen n v kin d of fellow, an d 
decided that he wou ld bu y all be cou ld 
in the way of fix in gs from the mail-or- 
der hou ses. 
He had the local plu mb­ 
er do the lead-pipin g an d a lot of 
work 
that 
the 
mail-order 
people 
cou ldn ’t do, then ordered his bath-tu b 
an d toilet fix in gs from a mail order 
con cern . 
He priced the tu bs in the 
! local hou se, then decided that he cou ld 
sav e two or three dollars. 
He 
got 
his tu b an d his stan d from abroad. 
Both came withou t fix tu re« . There 
was a lot of trou ble ov er freight, an d 
when the tu b was pu t in place it was 
fou n d that n othin g in the town cou ld 
be had to fit it. 
Fau cets, v alv es, etc., 
were ordered from the hou se that su p­ 
plied the tu b. 
When they came it 
was fou n d they were the wron g size. 
They were sen t back, an d an other lot 
sen t. 
Then ev en the local plu mber 
had to work two or three day s ex tra 
to get thin gs in shape. When the Job 
v as completed, it was fou n d that the 
cost was some $15 more than the 
home man offered to do all the work 
an d su pply the equ ipmen t. This ia 
on ly on e Illu stration of how mon ey 
can be sav ed by 
orderin g 
from 
a 
hou se at a distan ce. 
Some who order from the retail 
fhail-order hou ses get a taste of the 
real thin g. 
A y ou n g man in a Ne­ 
braska town sen t 6 5 cen ts to on e of 
the con cern s for a bu ggy whip. 
It 
was represen ted a* cheap at twice the 
price. 
In a week or so he got it by 
ex press, charges on ly 75 cen ts. It was 
don e u p in a package that the com­ 
pan y didn ’t charge for, bu t when ex ­ 
amin ed, the y ou n g man fou n d that 
the same whip cou ld be had of his 
home storekeeper for 50 cen t» . There 
was 5 cen ts mon ey order an d postage; 
j 
75 cen ts ex pressage an d 6 5 cen ts for 
the whip, makin g a total of $1.45, n ot ; 
cou n tin g the trou ble of orderin g—all i 
this for a whip that cou ld be bad for 
on e-third the amou n t at home.

Two hu n dred million dol­ 
lars sen t ou t to en rich 
those 
who 
were n ot n eedy , while those at home 
sorely in n eed of su pport were passed 
by coldly ; the local trade was im­ 
pov erished Ju st to that ex ten t. 
This 
golden trade rev iv in g stream shou ld 
hav e remain ed within its own chan ­ 
n el, thu s en richin g its own soil, an d 
cau sin g desert places to bloom an d 
blossom. 
Man y u n employ ed wou ld hav e been 
en gaged at liv in g wage» , hou seholds 


In a certain rural co mmunity , this 
o fficial o rder and warning was issu ed:

tle fish. A few small lin es of bu sin ess 
that can n ot be don e by mall, su ch as 
barberln g, blacksmithin g or the serv ­ 
in g of soft drin ks an d ice cream may 
su rv iv e, bu t su ch lin es of trade can ­ 
n ot su stain a decen t tow’n ."

cau se of this widespread loss of bu si­ 
n ess is the aggressiv e an d destru ctiv e 
competition of the catalogu e hou ses 
in the big cities. 
It has been possible 


fo r 40 y ears or more to bu y of some 
hou ses in the cities, if on e felt that 
the merchan ts of his town were ex ­ 
actin g too mu ch profit, bu t this effort 
of the mail order~hou ses to cu t the 
retailer altogether is a n ew thin g, the 
growth of the past few y ears. 
Start­ 
in g with a few lin es of trade, 
this 
form of competition has come to cov er 
almost ev ery thin g that can be sold in 
a cou n try town an d it is ev en asserted 
that a sav in gs ban k departmen t is to 
be added by on o of the 
catalogu e 
hou ses. 
The claim that the 
mall 
order 
hou ses of Chicago are doin g an an ­ 
n u al bu sin ess of ov er $200,000.000 may 
seem large, bu t on e hou se alon e has 
sold goods to the amou n t of $29 ,000,- 
000 in the past six mon ths an d is n ow 
in cu batin g a n ew plan to In crease its 
en ormou s bu sin ess by sellin g shares 
of stock to thou san ds of people in the 
hope of m ikin g them regu lar cu s­ 
tomers. 
The skillfu lly worded adv ertisemen t 
an d the big catalogu e, with It# pic­ 
tu res of articles in a hu n dred lin es of 
trade, are v ery allu rin g to 
bu y ers, 
most of whom are n ot familiar with 
prices an d qu alities. 
Some of the 
articles below the u su al prices are of 
an in ferior qu ality , while the av erage 
price is u su ally fu lly u p to what wou ld 
be paid to the home dealer. 
As was 
shown last win ter in a speech in con ­ 
gress. articles for the mail order trade 
are often misbran ded at the requ est 
of the mail order people with delib­ 
erate in ten t to deceiv e. 
On e of the 
in stan ces giv en by this con gressman 
was of some thou san ds of fin ger rin gs 
stamped "fou rteen carats" when they 
were in reality on ly ten .

is Con sidered the n eed of stoppin g their 
depredation s is more clearly realized. 
It has been repeatedly stated on good 
au thority that ev ery rat in the cou n ­ 
try cau ses an an n u al property loss of 
ov er $1. The total cost of this pest to 
the cou n try will n ev er be kn own , as 
their n u mber can n ot be ev en rou ghly 
estimated. 
The departmen t of agri­ 
cu lt tire say s: 
"The best way to keep rats from 
bu ildin gs, whether in the city or iii 
the cou n try , is by the u se of cemen t 
con stru ction . 
In con stru ctin g dwell­ 
in g bou ses the addition al cost of mak­ 
in g the fou n dation s rat proof is slight 
as compared with the adv an tages. The 
cellar walls shou ld hav e con crete foot­ 
in gs, an d the walls themselv es shou ld 
be laid in cemen t mortar. 
The cellar 
floor shou ld be of mediu m rather than 
lean con crete, an d all water an d drain 
pipes shou ld be su rrou n ded with con ­ 
crete. 
"Hat 
holes 
may 
he 
perman en tly 
closed with a mix tu re of cemen t, san d 
an d broken glass or sharp bits of 
crockery or ston e. The space between 
the sheathin g an d lath to the height 
of abou t a foot shou ld be filled with 
con crete. 
"Gran aries,

hou ses may be made rat proof by a 
liberal u se of con crete in the fou n da­ 
tion s an d floors. For a rat proof crib a 
well drain ed site shou ld be chosen . 
The ou ter walls, laid in cemen t, shou ld 
be su n k abou t twen ty in ches in to the 
grou n d. 
The space within the walls 
shou ld be thorou ghly grou ted with ce­ 
men t ami broken stom* an d fin ished 
with rich con crete for a floor. 
Upon 
this the stru ctu re may be bu ilt. 
Ev en 
the walls of the crib may be of con ­ 
crete. 
Corn will n ot mold in con tact 
with them prov ided there is good v en ­ 
tilation an d the roof is water tight."

5.— Unless 
there is some revolutionary change in 
President Taft’s way of thinking be­ 
fore next December, or unless there is 
some unlooked-for “act of God,” as the 
lawyers say, that would make it im­ 
possible, Charles E. Hughes, now gov­ 
ernor of Newr York, will be the next 
chief justice of the United States su­ 
preme court, succeeding Melville W. 
Fuller. 
If President Taft were able to act 
tomorrow' or next week in sending in 
the name of a man who shall fill the 
vacancy in the chief justiceship, there 
is not the slightest doubt in the world 
that he would select Governor Hughes. 
Although it is hard to speak of, of 
course, for the senate of the United 
States must confirm such a nomina­ 
tion, there Is no reason to think it 
would fail to ratify such a choice by 
the president. 
From those who ought to know the 
story comes that when Taft offered 
Governor Hughes the associate justice­ 
ship on the supreme court bemjph last 
spring, which was accepted, he indi­ 
cated the possibility that he might be 
able to write in the nomination “chief 
Justice” instead of associate justice. 
Those who know the president are 
frank in saying that he thinks few 
men are so well equipped as is the 
executive of New York state to assume 
the labors laid down by Chief Justice 
Fuller. 
The death of Justice Fuller and the 
probable 
nomination 
of 
Governor 
Hughes to be chief justice will leave 
a vacancy In the ranks of the associate 
Justices. 
By act of congress just 
passed Associate Justice Moody can 
retire any time within the next five 
months. That congress passed the bill 
authorizing his retirement with the 
knowledge that he would step down is 
pretty generally understood. 
Then 
Mr. Taft will have two justices to 
name—one to succeed to the place 
which the death of Justice Brewer 
made vacant and vacant again when 
Governor Hughes is nominated for 
chief justice—for that is what will be 
done—the other to succeed Justice 
Moody.

FOE OF THE POTATO. 


Inroads of the Early Blight or Leaf 
Spot Disease. 
The early blight or leaf spot disease 
is a more recently observed fungous 
disease of the potato and allied plants. 
In its attacks upon potatoes iu the 
northern United States and Canada the 
griots begin to appear in July upon 
early potatoes and become increasing­ 
ly common and destructive from that 
time until the plants die. 
This fungus does not ordinarily a t­ 
tack healthy, vigorous potato leaves, 
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POTATO LEAF BLIGHT. 
however: lienee the destructive spread 
of the disease does .not begin until the 
plants have passed their stage of great­ 
est vigor. 
This occurs soon after the 
blossoming period aud when the plants 
are forming tubers rapidly, the inroads 
made by the early blight at this time* 
being very disastrous. 
This fungus 
does not attack the tubers directly, 
however, and never causes them to rot. 
The appearance of the leaves affect­ 
ed by this early blight is shown in the 
Illustration. 


Irrig a tio n Experim ents W ith Onions. 
Comparative tests of the furrow and 
flooding methods of irrigation at the 
Texas experiment station resulted in 
estimated gains in yields per acre by 
the flooding method of 4,2(X) to 7.000 
pounds of onions. The increased yields 
secured from irrigation as compared 
with dry culture indicate that irriga­ 
tion Is profitable even in seasons when 
the rainfall is sufficient to produce a 
good crop.—American Agriculturist.

Indianapolis, July 7 .— That the em ­ 
ploy ers’ liability laws of Indiana and 
other stares are not adapted to modern 
conditions, and that court practices 
handed down from old times fail to do 
justice in these tim es of increased in­ 
dustrial danger, was brought out in 
discussions before the State Bar asso­ 
ciation in session here. 
President John T. Dy e, in his ad­ 
dress, called special attention to the 
em ploy ers’ 
liability act. 
“T he 
law 
which has been adopted on the contin­ 
ent of Europe and in England provides 
a plan by which employ es in danger­ 
ous em ploy m ents, and in some cases in 
all em ploy m ents, shall be paid a sum 
fix ed in a schedule for personal injur­ 
ies received by them in the course of 
their employ ment, with or w ithout the 
negligence of the employ er, when the j 
injury is not the result of their willful 
act or gross negligence. In some cases 
the law is m ade compulsory ; in others 
optional.” 
Addison C. H arris, chairm an of the 
com m ittee on jurisprudence and law 
reform, subm itted a report in which 
the subject of em ploy ers' liability was 
taken up at length. 
He noted that the 
old rules of law' governing the liability 
of a m aster or em ploy er to his servant 
or employ e for injury to his person 
while in service were framed by the 
bench and bar when the conditions of 
labor and the dangers of service w ere 
few and simple, while now the condi­ 
tions are largely different and the d a n­ 
gers m any and im minent. 
“The bench 
and bar,” he said, “have continued to 
hold to these old rules and to apply 
them without regard to our changed | 
conditions. 
We find the law on per- 
j 
sonal Injuries to he in a state of sh ift­ 
ing confusion and unceasing uncertain­ 
ty . 
Litigation in this class of cases is 
on the increase, producing many trials, : 
appeals, reversals, delay s, heavy costs 
and ex penses, resulting too often in 
real injustice at the end.
